1*  The  O9/024OOZ  Sighting  was  not  related  to  the  ether  sighthinp'sj  it  definitely 
vas  a meteor  • 

2*  The  IO/O235Z  sighting  was  not  reported  by  sources  in  the  ATIC  forms.  (Several 
copies  of  the  ATIC  Fbrias  were  sent  to  each  source  and  they  were  asked  to  no>nplete  n f'orm 
for  each  sighting,) 

3,  The  ATIC  Fbm  I6U  description  of  the  11/02312  Firhtlng  indicates  that  this  aigft  ir 
was  possibly  caused  by  a kellcopter* 

a«  A brief  description  of  sighting  from  ATIC  Form  is  as  follows: 

Object  was  solid  red  when  stationary  and  red  with  a white  middle  when  moving. 
Object  travelled  from  N£  to  H on  a slightly  ascending  flight  path.  Zhjrin?:  its  course, 
object  hovered  in  one  spot  for  appreadmately  8 minutes.  Object*  was  viewed  visually 
for  a total  df  1^  minutes  and  disappeared  by  its  light  suddenly  going  out.  No  sound 
was  headd  due  to  distance  away  from  object,  ^AF  Form  112  reports  that  a sound  rerembll’-g
